and economist, is on campus this 
week as guest of the I] Third World 
Thinker’s Symposium. Petkoff has 
also spent time as a jungle tighter 
and has served time in Venezuelan 
jails tor his political activities 


“Legislators who have been in 
jail at one time or another is a uni- 
yuely Latin American 
phenominon™ Petkoff said with a 
smile 


“Venezuelan culture has been 
smashed by North American 
culture. Our large cities look like 
American cities. We even receive 
the latest of American TV series,” 
Petkoff said. “But North American 
culture in Venezuela is an obscene 
luxury.”

Finance probe kept

The State Attorney General's 
office last year conducted an inves- 
tigation of a 1974 State 
Department of Finance audit 
report on the CSUS Foundation, 
the State Hornet has learned. 


But neither the Attorney 
General's office nor the State 
Department of Finance would dis- 
close the findings of that inves- 
tigation, aithough both 
acknowledged a report stemming 
from that investigation exists 


Officials connected with the 
investigation refused to discuss the 
report’s contents when approached 
by the Hornet yesterday 

The Hornet first iearned of the 
investigation from Cliff Johnson, 4 
State Department of Finance 
auditor, who was one of two 


auditors assigned in 1974 to in- 
viestigate CSUS Foundation dis- 


children never complete primary 
school. More than one million of 
the nation’s 12 million people are 
economically “inactive” 

“The masses are not. in- 
corporated into the economy,” said 
Petkoff. “They are not producing.” 

Most of Venezuela's wealth is 
based on its oi! mches. Yet only 
12,000 workers, or less than | per 
cent of the working population of 
the country are involved in the ex- 
traction of oil 

“Venezuela is a formal democ- 
racy.” Petkoff said. “But its affairs 
, some 25 groups

rived at democracy through a hole 
full of oil.” 

Dr. Petkotf is planning his can- 
didacy for the 1978 presidential 
election. He is currently the 
National Secretary General of the 
Movement To Socialism (MAS), 
the smallest of his country’s three 
major political parties. His party 
seeks to initiate a “Venezuelan way 
to Socialism.” 

“It must be democratic” Petkoff 
said. “Or it won't be socialism.” 

Petkoff made his remarks

In an editorial, The Sacramento 
L nion “respectfully” suggested 
that faculty vote “no” on the tssue 
during the current week - long 
referendum. Faculty are voting to 
endorse or reject proposed actions 
outlined in a “Faculty Declaration 
of Action,” approved by a 21 - 13- 
| vote during the faculty senate Ap- 
ril 7 meeting 

The Unionsaid that CSUS 
President James G. Bond had 


made “very real compromises” 
during recent talks between ad- 
ministration officials and the 
Faculty Senate Executive Com- 
mittee 

“Community observers * of 
SSU's (CSUS) travail can only 
wonder at the faculty referendum 
this week in view of the substantial 
progress that the faculty senate’s 
own executive committee and an 
independent faculty group, had 
made in talks with Dr. Bond.” the 
Union said 

Many faculty believed that in- 
sufficient progress had been made 
in the talks

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AG responds 
to BOJ probe 


Editor, the Hornet: 


All students should be 
somewhat miffed at the Hornet's 
biased editoralizing of the BOS 
controversy now raging 

The writers have misled readers 
into thinking that the ASI ex- 
ecutive branch 1s solely to blame 
tor mistakes in the selection 
proeess 

lhe Hornet wrongtully imphes 
Chiet Justice David Rick 
was neither originally confirmed 


that en 


nor recontirmed through some 
fault of his own, or that of some 
dark moral issue 

The first bit of editorializing in- 
volves their juxtaposing two 
paragraphs such that the reader 
would infer that AST was partly 
responsible for last semester's im- 
proper appointment of Dave Rick 

I not only never stated what 
they quoted, but | was never in- 
volved in any manner with the 
selection of appointment process 
alluded to 

Then the Hornet stated. * 
Torac, who by passed the 
procedure of going through a 
senatorial selection committee,” 
intimating that he improperly 
skipped a required procedure 

The fact is that the joint com- 
mitiee had disintegrated. Nothing 
was by - passed. The only time in 
this entire year that the committee 
got together proved futile, for the 
senate as a whole ended up super- 
fluously redoing their work 

The members of that defunct 
committee were informally ap- 
proached on the BOJ matter a 
number of times last semester by 
myself but no action was taken 
There was either no interest or no 
time on the part of the senators 

Furthermore, it is as much the 
unresponsive selection committee's 
fault for the mistake as it ts that of 
the executive and legislative bran- 
ches 

The article said that ASI 
President John Giannonm and 
myself are now or have been chec- 
king the qualifications “without 
senate authorization or con- 


sultation” as if it were required 
a senate ap- 


This is not 
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porntment. The ASI executive 
branch ts not obligated to get the 
senate’s ok for screening its own 
appointments it is however 
politically more desirable for all to 
work toegether But the senators 
apparently did not avail themselves 
to this responsibility as exemplified 
by the joint selection board's inac- 
tion 

Finally. the section insinuating 
that Dave Rick deservedly did not 
receive the senate’s contirmation 
based on some abstruse ethical 
question about his orginal ap 
pointment is both unfair and 
irrelevant 

Rick did have all 


at the senate meeting for reap- 


prerequisites 


pointment. He should not have 
been penalized tor errors on the 
part of both the executive and 
legislative branches 

Additionally, two senators who 
would have pushed tor him were 

Iwo more senators were 

- elected and did not even 
own a statute book. The novices 
abstained out of concern for their 
own inexperience in the matters 

It is unfortunate that they did 
not realize that being present and 
abstaining in this type of vote is 
counted tn the negative If they 
had, it can be conjectured that they 
would have stepped out of the 
chambers so as to effect the fairest 
possible decision 

These unfortunate cir- 
cumstances are what defeated 
Dave Rick's reappointment, not

Americans to buy a duck stamp 
This is the revenue stamp sold an- 
nually to duck hunters. It was 
known officially as the Migratory 
Bird Hunting Stamp, but with the 
enactment of the Wetlands Loan 
Extension Act of 1976 in February 
the stamp’s name was changed to 
the Migratory Bird Conservation 
Stamp by Congress 

The newly named stamp will be 
offered for sale ata wider variety of 
outlets starting next July. They 
were only available at US. Post 
Offices before. Now, however, 
sporting goods stores and other 
retail outlets will be authorized to 
sell the stamp.

While in Capitola during the 
summer of 1973, Ellen Bulf had 
just paid the first and last month's 
rent of her apartment and was set- 
thing down for the summer. 

An old friend telephoned her 
from Livingston in July 

“We're on strike here and we 
need help. | remembered you speak 
Spanish,” the caller said. 
Livingston was going through 
some changes that summer. The 
UFW had just lost the Gallo con- 
tract to the Teamsters, and over 
half the Gallo farmworkers who 
had walked out on strike had been 
replaced 

“I told her | hadn't really prac- 
ticed Spanish since high school, 
and told her there was no way | 
could help.” 

Four or five days later, that old 
friend knocked on Ellen's door 

“She told me the story of the 
strike. Her brother had been fired 
because he supported the UFW 
and | told her | would go to 
Livingston for the weekend.” 

Her weekend started on July 11 
and lasted through September 

“It was an incredible financial 
difficulty for Ellen.” 

“My first task was to find a 
niche, so | started just helping out 
in the office, responding to things 
that came up. | went to doctors 
with people to translate and things, 
then I started to work for the legal 
staff. | got to know many of the 
strikers by name and face. I got to 
know most of them in the course of 
the legal work.” 

During the time she spent wor- 
king in Livingston, she became in- 
volved in the camp and housing 
disputes and on occasion would go 
to the picket lines 

“You know, when we would 
start getting down about the legal 
things they would send us out to 
the camp or to the picket lines to 
lift our spirits. It always helped.” 

January 1974 found Ellen back 
in Livingston, but there was no 
longer a field office. She attended 
Merced Junior College that spring 


and worked for the union in her 
free time. She became involved 
with the UFW newspaper, La 
Lucta. During this time Ellen took 
it on herself to establish contacts 
with the strikers and insuring the 
Strikers received pertinent in- 
formation 

“I met Ismael Gonzales, an 
illegal alien who was working for 
Gallo at this time. He had 
problems with his wages. He 
received $1.10 net pay on one 
check, after Gallo had taken out 
allowances for rent, gas etc.” 

He had a green card, a work 
permit, and the union didn’t know 
he was illegal until after the 
problems started. Gallo has stated 
that they do not hire illegal aliens 

“Manuel Marino was an illegal 
alien who was injured when two of 
his friends were electrocuted to 
death at Gallo. He sustained in- 
juries when the boom of a 
pneumatic pruning machine struck 
a high voltage wire on the Gallo 
ranch. Two others died at that ac- 
cident and Marino spent Ii daysin 
the hospital.” 

“Manuel came to us after he lost 
his job at Gallo becaus he couldn't 
work, He wanted his job back and 
we were his last resort. Gallo was 
under a Teamster contract at the 
time.” 

“He was one of many illegals 
working for Gallo at the time, and 
the only reason he had trouble was 
because he came to the UFW 
There's no proof that Gallo knew 
he was illegal, but it sure is fishy 
that a few days after talking to us 
the Immigration Officials arrived 
at his door and asked for him by 
name.” 

Livingston has two major in- 
dustries, Gallo and Foster Farms 
Poultry. Ellen obtained em- 
ployment at Foster Farms during 
the summer of 1974 

“The Gallo strikers believed 
they were blackballed by the Foster 
Farms. | got a job the same day | 
applied, and I knew of strikers who 
had applied earlier.” 

“I got so involved because I saw 
what was happening to these 
people, I'd gotten to know them

and what was happening to their 
lives. They couldn't get a job. or 
were working as far away as Los 
Banos. Some would have to get up 
at 3 a.m. to be at work by 5 a.m 
and then sometimes the expense 
for gas would equal what they 
would make.” 

The boycott of table grapes and 
of Gallo wines was becoming 
successful and spreading at this 
time 

“The growing success of the 
Gallo boycott was a great sense of 
strength to the stnkers. | would go 
to protests in the Bay Area and 
come back and tell the strikers how 
many people were at the protest 
and that they were all boycotting 
Gallo.” 

Time passed and so did the 
Agriculture Labor Relations Actin 
1975, which granted the 
farmworkers free elections 

In May 1975 Aggie Rose, direc- 
tor of the UF W office in Livingston 
called Ellen to help in the field of- 
fice organizing the campaign 

“| had a job lined up in Sac- 
ramento, so I worked things 
around so | would spend four days 
a week heréand three in Livingston 
and jockeved it around to three 
days here and four there and then 
to five days there and two here. | 
was working in the service center 
translating, helping to fill out 
forms, find transportation and part 
of the whole organization.” 

The organizing efforts of the 
UFW were in full force during that 
period. The UFW were scheduling 
meetings daily to discuss past, 
present and future problems 

“The day our morning scout 
spotted the Teamster goons, Fred 
Ross explained that we would have 
to discuss violence and the 
Teamsters. He stated that we were 
there to organize workers, and that 
if we couldn't confine ourselves to 
stay inthe car. We didn’t want it to 
turn into a big free - for - all. That's 
what the Teamsters and growers 
wanted 

“We felt that any incident in- 
volving violence would only hurt 
the union. Until the goons came to 
town there were no violent in- 


cas 





cidents.” 

Access to the fields was granted 
to the UFW at least in the begin- 
ning, but towards the election time, 
access was limited. 

“At the beginning of the 
summer, not too many workers 
were at Gallo and our people were 
allowed to talk and organize but 
they were followed closely and 
photographed. Mostly they 
photographed the people we were 
talking to at close range. Gallo said 
they were photographing people so 
they could prove they gave us 
access.” “ 

“What we would do later is go 
out to the parking lots and talk to 
the workers when they got off, get 
their names and addresses and call 
on them at home. Some of the new 
workers absolutely refused to talk 
It's my conjecture that they knew 
there was a labor dispute, and 
knew the Teamsters were with the 
company, and they were afraid to 
do anything against the company 
The hardest thing we have had to 
fight 1s the belief that the workers 
there now would lose their jobs tf 
the UFW won the election.” 

The strikers at Gallo, who had 
fought long and hard for the tree 
election, had voted that they would 
accept their jobs back only as 
positions came open. It apparently 
was a emotion - packed meeting, 
but the strikers agreed they did not 
want to act like Gallo and the 
Teamsters and fire the workers at 
Gallo now to make room for their 
own people 

“That decision by our strikers 
showed me how advanced they 
were in consciousness. They were 
concerned with more than self - 
interest. It really was an very 
emotional meeting. These people 
had suffered a long time and now 
they would have to wait to get their 
jobs back while the strike breakers 
worked.” 

But some of the strikers 
wouldn't come back to work 
anyway, in three years they had 
dispersed and scattered to various 
areas. One such individual found 
something less than fortune 

Rogelio Ramirez, a striker and 


Nene SS 


outspoken UFW member. was 
fired after speaking out against the 
Teamsters at a meeting on Gallo 
property. He, his young wife and 
baby traveled back to Texas 

“Rogelio was sent an eviction 
notice immediately after he was 
fired. He was living in camp 
number two, which was worse than 
number one because there were no 
trees. We used to use his home fora 
meeting place. His baby was about 
10 months old then and while we 
were sitting around the table he 
would crawl from lap to lap and 
was a real bright spot for us. His 
wife was just really gracious about 
letteng us use their home tor a 
meeting place.After the strike, 
Gallo succeeded in evicting them 
and Rogelio and his family went 
back to Texas 

“They had planned on saving 
their money, and moving into town 
to raise a family. | called a friend 
and asked about the Ramirez's and 
he said that Rogelio was in a 
bummer. His baby had just died 
from infantile diarreaha.” 

“I feeland really mean this, that 
Gallo is directly responsible for 
that baby’s death.” 

“| feel really strongly about this 
because | played with that baby. 
and a child to a Mexican family ts 
very, very special. Had they stayed 
here and worked for Gallo under 
the UFW contract, with the health 
plan, good housing and sanitation, 
that baby would have lived.” 

Ellen believes that within 20-30 
years, the UFW will represent the 
majority of this country’s farm 
workers. She says that experience 
is the best teachers and the people 
will come to the UFW side 

“Right now | think Gallo knows 
they made a mistake in ‘73. I think 
they thought they would get away 
with it quietly. But right now bet- 
cha Gallo wishes they were Italian 
Swiss Colony 

“My philosophy is that 
everyone should have one thing 
that they're investigating per- 
sonally and become expert. If 
everyone did that, we could share 
our expertise and learn to improve 
society's ills.”

There's power 
in numbers 





Millions of years ago, weird-looking 
animals and plants populated the 
earth, on land and in the sea. As they 
died off, they left vast accumulations 
of residue. These remains were 
burned under milhons of tons of earth, 
or of ocean sediments, and slowly 
evolved into layers of coal, and of pools 

| of oil and natural gas 

More and more, we came to depend 
on these fossil fuels for energy in our 
homes, factones and power plants. Had

The results can be summarized 
in an “Average Grading Index.” A 
negative index implies a hard grad- 
ing policy, while a positive index 
indicates an easier grading policy

have the right to demand that par- 
ticular ads be printed or aired 
For any media to do so would 
be to surrender a_ significant 
amount of first amendment that 
media enjoy right now. To use 
Soloman’s phirase, we would be 
relinquishing to prior restraint 
i If advertisers had such rights, 
i media would be held legally res- 
ponsible for the content of ads 
without having any control over 
the situation 
Every newspaper makes every- 
day decisions to accept or reject 
advertising 
in making such decisions, the 
first amendment gives media the 
freedom to decide for themselves -- 
based on their own moral and 
ethical values — how to operate 
In the Hornet's particular 
situation, we are guaranteed 100 
per cent of our operating costs dy
